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Bernstorff Tells All German Con- 


suls to Admonish German Citi- 
zens to Observe American Laws 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Germany 


through Count yon Bernstorff, has in- 
structed all German consuls 
in 
the 


United States to admonish 
German 


citizens in their districts to scrupu- 
lously observe American laws. This 
•was done in an effort to end. various 
alleged-violations of 
American neu- 


trality. 
The ambassador acted on instruc- 


tions from the Berlin foreign 
office. 


Tho action was announced today in 
this official statement from the Ger- 
man embassy. 


"In consequence of cases which have 


occured of late, the German ambassa- 
dor has sent instructions to all Ger- 
man consuls in the United States to 
strongly Impress upon German citi- 
zens living in their districts that it is 
their duty, scrupulously to 
obey the 


laws of the state in which 
they re- 


Bide." 


It was said at the German embassy 


that the Instructions were designed to 
prevent plots' or 'lawlessness on the 
part of German citizens who might 
bo disposed to engage in such. 
The

said, 


looks with great disfavor upon 
any 


such conduct and desires that Germans 
shall not engage In any undertaking 
in 'any' way' outside the" law. 


It was not disclosed whether, speci- 


fic cases have been brought to the at- 
tention of the German government, 
but it was made clear that Berlin offi- 
cials want'the United States and Us 
people to understand that they have 
not countenanced any illegal 
affairs 


with which German citizens or sym- 
pathizers in this country ha.ve been 
connected.

Mayor 
O'Donnell's 
announcement 


that the city is about to build fences 
on city property along the waterways 
and that private holders will be asked 
to do likewise, indicates the success- 
ful ending of a 
long 
agitation, 
to 


which the waterways committee con- 
tributed persistently 
and 
generously. 


It will be a relief to the public in 
many senses, and it will also be a 
relief lo the authorities and to the pri- 
vate 
companies. Every drowning in 


the canals and rivers has revived the 
cry for improvement, and the only 
way to remedy existing dangers is to 
set to work as the city is about to do, 
not to fix one or two spots, but to 
make the -entire system of waterways 
safe insofar as tho city may do so 
with the co-operation of other owners. 


While it is Well to have attractive 


fences, safety is the first considera- 
tion, though it is a mistake to assume 
that the city can entirely prevent fu- 
ture drownings. Yet, it ought to he 
possible to have fences that 
would 


prevent the drowning of very young 
children like the one that toddled into 
the canal at the foot of 
Chestnut 


street a few days ago. 
Not long ago, 


the city was obliged to 
pay heavy 


damages for the loss of life in another 
section, and the public responsibility 
can be met better by prompt preven- 
tive measures than by the payment 
of suits for damages. Lowell

not now be able to afford ornamental 
fences wherever fences 
are 
needed, 


but all our waterways ought 
to be 


made as safe as adequate fencing will 
make them.

ery company, which was standing in 
front of the Lafayette club. Although 
the emergency brake was set on the 
Cote car, King Is alleged to have hit 
it with such force as lo move H 25 feet 
alung the street. 


Mr. Cote has Informed the commis- 


sion that the tail lights on his car were 
huining. and the commission for that 
reason felt that the collision should 
have been avoided. 


Yesterday afternoon Chief of Police 


Welch notified the commission that he 
summoned King into "the Lowell police 
court on April 27. on a charge of reck- 
less operation of an automobile, that 
King failed to respond to the summons, 
and that he has since been endeavoring 
without success to serve a warrant on 
him. 


License Suspended 


The commission also suspended the 


license of Harry C. Taylor of Lowell, 
as a result of the accident on May 10 
which resulted In the death of Victor 
Devno of ^Lowell.

Lowell, regardless of his or her per- 
sonality, or condition in life. 


It is an undertaking, the one great 


purpose of which is to educate the 
people, the \vhole people, in .how to 
keep well. Health is our greatest as^ 
set. The poor can bo happy and .like- 
wise the lowly and untutored, 
but 


none, though they be as wealthy as 
Croesus, or as wise as Solomon, can 
enjoy but a small, degree of happiness 
without the possession of health.. 


Progressive municipalities all over 


the country recognize the vital impor- 
tance of maintaining a healthy city 
and, 
hence, annually spend large sums 


of the public money in an organized 
and scientific effort to conserve the 
public health. 
As 
science 
discovers 


new methods, the municipalities take 
them up, and everything possible is 
done by those in the municipal govern- 
ment to minimize the possibility of the 
spread of disease.-while it assumes the 
tare, and in some cases tho support 
of those afflicted. 
. 


Lowell has kept abreast of the times 


in the development of. its. health de- 
partment, and at present is planning 
the construction of a hospital for con- 
tagious diseases, in which such cases 
will be segregated and properly cared 
for at the public expense, in an effort, 
to stamp out the contagion lhat exists 
and also to prevent its spread. Low- 
ell, like all other cities, realizes the 
great danger from tuberculosis and has 
given careful and intelligent attention 
to the care and control of tho victims 
of the "White plague." The expenses 
of the health department, for the past 
seven, years for the care of local tu- 
herculo'sis cases will .show how the 
work has grown.

In these cases the pa- 
tients understand the prescribed treat- 
ment for tuberculosis, .and Miss Mul- 
vey's duty is to see that they keep 
up the manner of living laid down for 
them while under hospital treatment. In 
the other cases she teaches the members 
of the family how to care for the pa- 
lient or patients, how and what lo cal, 
drink, sleep, balhe 
and 
keep their 


homes. 
An important feature of the 


treatment is the bathing of the patient 
and in cases where the victim has none 
to care for him or her, that duty is 
performed by the nurse. The families 
of tubercular patients are instructed 
relative to providing the patient with 
separate dishes, and the sterilizing of 
the same; the segregation of the pa- 
tient In a separate sleeping apartment, 
the necessity of hut little furnishings 
and no floor covering in the bed-room, 
and the advantage of sleeping on ver- 
andas where there are any, and with 
the windows opened at all times. In the

Use of. Military Compulsion to 


: Prevent War Debated Before 
Lake Mohonk Conference 


MOHONK LAKE, N. V., May 18.— 


The use of military compulsion by a 
group of nations to prevent war, which 
is the most radical feature of the plan 
advocated by the League to Enforce 
Pes'ce, was debated today before 
the 


Lake Mohonk conference on Jnterna- 
' tiorial arbitration. The proposition was 
favored by-Herbert S. Houston and Dr. 
George ITavcri Putnam of New York, 
and'opposed by Dr. James L. Tryon of 
Boston, director of the New England 
department of the American Peace so- 
ciety and Alpheus H. Snow of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 
' "Peace between nations," said Mr. 
Houston, "just as does peace within 
nations, must rest 
on 
force. 
Peace 


must be put on a war footing and its 
advocates must quit the forum for the 
field, if need be, to fight, not to urge 
war, but to establish peace." 


"The International tribunal at 
The 


Hague, 
Dr. Putnam 
said, 
"had the 


weakness of presenting no provision 
for the enforcement qf the decisions 
of the tribunal. We hold that at the 
outbreak of the war the United States 
ought to have placed itself at the head 
of a league of neutral nations with 
the " avowed purpose of doing what 
might tie practicable to maintain the 
principles and precedents of neutrals, 
and to prevent these from being .un- 


dermined through the pressure of tho 
requirements, real or assumed, of the 
combatants." 


Dr. Tryon'B view was that the Uni- 


ted States might wisely co-operate, if 
need be, with other nations to use force 
for the preservation of public safety 
In a specific emergency like the Boxer 
rebellion as it arises, but be in a po- 
sition to withdraw when It considered 
the purpose sufficiently fulfilled, with- 
out- making' the obligations of an al- 
liance with all Its possible entangle- 
ments. 


"Air arrangeme'nt for international 


police," he declared, "or any plan for 
an international force other than for 
temporary 
purposes, 
presents 
very 


grave difficulties and in one sense a 
dilemma. 
Without world federation 


it looks impracticable and world fed- 
eration at .the present time is impos- 
sible." 


Sir. 
Snow's 
conclusion was that 


the plan of the League to Enforce 
Peace was impracticable and danger- 
ous, chielly because it proposes to use 
joint instead of united force and pro- 
vides no executive to determine and 
direct the force. 


Both Mr. Snow and Dr. Tryon ad- 


vocated working toward a more sta- 
ble international order through the de- 
velopment of Tho Hague 
conference

way 'to remedy existing dangers is to 
set to work as the city is about to do. 
not to fix one or two spots, but to 
make the entire system of waterways 
safe insofar as the city may do so 
with the co-operation of other owners. 


While it is .well to have attractive

tion, though it is a mistake to assume 
that the city can entirely prevent fu- 
ture drownlngs.

section, and the public responsibility 
can be met better by prompt preven- 
tive measures than by the payment 
of suits for damages.

none, though they be as wealthy as 
Croesus, or as wise as Solomon,- can 
enjoy hut a small degree of happiness 
without the possession of health. 


Progressive 
municipalities all over 


the country recognize the vital impor- 
tance of maintaining a healthy city 
and, hence, annually spend large sums 
of the public money in an organized 
and scientific effort to conserve 
the 


public health. 
As 
science 
discovers 


new methods, the municipalities take 
them up, and everything possible 
is 


done by those in the municipal govern- 
ment to minimize the possibility of the 
spread of disease, while it assumes the 
care, and In some cases the support 
| of those afflicted. 


Lowell has kept abreast of the times 


in the development of Its health de- 
partment, and at present Is planning 
the construction of a hospital for con- 
tagious diseases, in which such cases 
will be segregated and projjerly cared 
for at the public expense, in an effort 
to stamp out the contagion that exists

Lake Mohonk Conference 


MOHONK LAKE, N. T,, May IS.— 


The use of military compulsion by a 
group of nations to prevent war, which 
is the most radical feature of the plan 
advocated* by the League to Enforce 
Peace, was debated today before 
the 


• Lake Mohonk conference on Interna- 


tional arbitration. The proposition was 


1 favored by Herbert S. Houston and Dr. 
George Haven Putna'm of New York, 
and opposed by Dr. James L. Tryon of 


t Boston, director of the New England 


department of the American Peace so- 
ciety and Alpheus H. Snow of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 
' 


"Peace between nations/' said Mr. 


Houston, "just as does peace within 
nations,: must rest 
on 
force. 
Poace 


must be pui on a war foot Ing1 anrt its 
advocates must quit tlie forum for the 
field. If need be, to fightv not to urge 
war, but to establish peace." 


"The international tribunal at 
The 


Hague," Dr. Putnam 
said, "had the 


weakness of presenting no provision 
for the enforcement of the decisions 
of the tribunal. We hold that at the 
outbreak of the war the United Stales 
ought to have placed itself at the head 
of a league of neural nations with 
the avowed 
purpose of doing what 


might be practicable to maintain the 
principles and precedents of neutrals, 
and to prevent these from being un- 


dermined through the pressure of the 
requirements, real or assumed, of the 
combatants." 


Dr. Tryon'fi view was that the Uni- 


ted States might wisely co-operate, if 
need be, with other nations to use force 
for the preservation of. public safety 
in a specific emergency like the Boxer 
rebellion as it arises, but be in a po- 
sition to withdraw- when It considered 
the purpose sufficiently fulfilled, with- 
out making the obligations of an al- 
liance with all its possible entangle- 
ments. 


"An arrangement 
for International 


police," he declared, "or any plan for 
an international force other than for 
temporary 
purposes, 
presents 
very 


grave difficulties and in one sense a 
dilemma. 
Without world federation 


it looks Impracticable and world fed- 
eration at the present time Is impos- 
sible." 


Sir. 
Snow's 
conclusion was that 


the plan of the League to Enforco 
Peace was Impracticable and danger- 
ous, chieriy because It proposes to use 
joint instead of united force and pro- 
vides no executive to determine and 
direct the -force.
